After tho Cabinet meeting 
last 
Friday 
Secretary 
Long 
stated 
that tho report that ho intended 
leaving the Cabinet was quito true. 
On last Friday 
tho Houso Com- 
mittee on Territories by a 
unani- 
mous vote decided 
to report bills 
favoring tho admission to tho 
Un- 
ion of States 
of 
Arizona, 
New 
Mexico and Oklahoma. 
Delegate Smith of Arizona made 
an earnest plea to tho members for 
a favoiable 
rcpoit. 
Previous 
to 
tho 
mooting 
ho 
had personally 
pleaded 
with 
all 
the 
members. 
Two republicans 
wcro disposed to 
antagonize 
tho bills and mako 
a 
minority report, hut thoy yioldcd 
to Mr. Smith's 
earnest solicitation 
and agreed to join 
with 
the 
ma- 
jority in favor of statehood. 
In consideration 
of the general 
appropriation 
bill 
an 
amount 
of 
50,000 for tho 
purposo of begin- 
ning work on 
a reservoir 
on the 
Gila river for storing water for tho 
Indians was stricken out, athough 
strongly 
opposed 
by 
Hon. Mark 
Smith. 
In retaliation 
Mr. Smith 
moved to strike 
out

appio-priatio- n 
for the Carlislo school, 
claiming if tho 
Indian 
is to 
be 
educated it should be dono 
in the 
environments 
in which 
ho 
lives, 
for when they 
aro sent 
cast 
to 
school and arc educated, on 
their 
return home, they return to their 
old custom of living. 
It is now believed that Col. 
Mc-Cor-

will

U. S. 
Marshal foi Arizona. 
On Saturday 
last Senator 
Till- 
man 
continued his speech on the 
Phillippine tariff bill. 
During 
Tillman's 
speech 
fre- 
quent tilts occurred between Sena- 
tors. 
Tho South Carolina Senator 
made tho statement
